Nfw Yor)i, May 5. — The develop- 
ucntG of the latter half of last week 
In Wall street In coiuiect4on with the 
•tockg of tbe Dominion Securities 
ttmvM,f, the RutlMd RatbMd com- 
paay and the Hackensack jKieadowt 
conopany resulted in the announce- 
iu« lit in rapid Buc'cession of tbe bqb- 
pension of stock ezcbanc« brokerage 
kMMCs. The first firm to decl*re In- 
ability to meet obllcatlons was Offen- 
bach & Moore. Henry Brothers and 
IxH-kwood, Hoird Ir ('(nupany. followed 
rapidly. Offenbach & Company were 
known principally as traders in what 
were known as "Webb-Meyer" securi- 
Ctee and the announcement was made 
Saturday that they had experienteo 
some difficulty in securing loans to en- 
nkle them to carry stocks for the in> 
tereets for which they represented. 
On Saturday afternoon a stateoaent 
was made in bebaif of tbt firm to the 
effect that temporary arrangements 
had been made and that it was hoped 
futMs might be obtained to pay off 
obligations and continue buslnesa The 
HiiKpt L^luii ghuws, however, that these 
hopes were not realised. The offices 
of Offenbach ft Moore were not open- 
ed for business a<4 day. Mr. Morgan 
at Henry Brothers, whose suspension 
followed that of Offenbach & Moore, 
was a Director of tbe DouiLnion Se- 
curitiee company. 

The stock market opened weak witn 
the knowledge that a number of fail- 
ures were imminent. Support was ac- 
corded the Diarket, and there were 
some rallies, but when sales under the 
rule for suspended houses were made 
tb* market gare way again. The high 
prloee stocks which had been under 
recent manipulation were the severest 
sufferers. 

On the curb, where no stock ex- 
ebangei securities are traded in, there 
was an excited group of traders try- 
ing to make sales in Webb-Meyer 
stixkB. Dominion securitjes, which 
wld last Friday at 11 k^, and on Sat- 
uiday at 70, was offered at 76, 
bat the beet bid w»s SO. Latm it 
offered at 50, and the bid declined to 
10. Hackensack Meadows was offered 
at 40, with uo bid. On Friday it sold 
at 79. Dr. W. Seward Webb, presi- 
dent Of tbe Rutland Railroad com- 
PMy, arrived here from Bhelbume 
]B'^lIs, Vt. It was said at this ofHcp 
that a statement on bis behalf would 
be issued some Uiuv during the day.

Mr. Havemeyer contended 
that this was not so He was excused 
frooi giviug further testimony unless 
the committe« Fhould dedde to sum- 
mon him again.

PitUburg, May 5.— Mrs. Kate Soffel, 
tbe wife of Warden Soffel of the Alle- 
gheny county Jail, who figured in the 
sensational escape and recapture of 
the Blddle brothers last January, was 
called Into court and entered a plea 
ot grulHy the charge of aiding ana 
abetting in tbe escape of prisoners. 
She will be sentenced next Saturday. 

Tbe maximum penalty is two years 
in the penitentiary. Tbe court room 
was crowded to the doors, many wo- 
men being present and much curiosity 
to see the prisoner was manifetted. 
Mrs. Soffel entered tbe room with a 
firm step. She was accompanied only 
by her physician and attorney. Tbey 
made a spedal request tbat none of 
her relatives be present ' duHnf tbe 
trying ordeal. 

Bbc was dreFFfd neatly, unveiled, 
and appeared to have entirely recov- 
ered from the wounds received during 
the battle between tbe bandits and of- 
ficers. 

During the preliminarlrs incident to 
the opening of court she showed little 
embarrassment, and talked freely 

with her attorney and physician.

Mayor Jence Went Se Oueted. 

Toledo, May 6.-rMay«r S. M. Jones, 
who is also president of the board ot 
police commissiners, refused to sur- 
render the police department to the 
flew board of police commissioners 
created by an act of tbe legislature 
and appointed by Oovemor Nash. A 
demand was made upon hitn by Pres- 
lilent Knlsely of the new b(>ard, and 
the mayor positively refused to grant 
the reqoefet or recognise the authority 
of the new .board. He tskes the broad 
STOund that there is no authority su- 
perior to the will of tbe people, and 
he refuses to recognise the right of 
legislature to oust a board «leeted by 
the voters of tbe city. 

Death ef MeJor Wagner. 
New York. Ma yS.— Major WllUam 
Wagner is dead at his home at Short- 
hills, N, J. He was a meintyer of the 
military order of the LoyaJ l^egion of 
the United States, having served with 
distinction as a major of cavalry in 
the dvll war. Major Wagner was 
bom in Philadelphia, and In 1870 went 
to Colorado. He was one of tbe found- 
ers of Colorado Springs, and remained 
for years one of Its foreoMst citlsens, 
being the first mayor ot tbe dty and 
tbe -first president ot tbe Ml Paso club.

Sixty-two banks 
are recognized as government deposi- 
tories in widely different sections of 
the countij.

New York, May S.— Two persons 

perished and several were injured in 
a fire which gutted the building occu 
pled by the Eureka Itedd rig compan.v 
The dead are Kmma Boltcher, 18, aad 
John Lynch. 

Tbe Injured are Bthel McOrath, 
burned, fatally: Katie Wads worth, 
contusions of back and intrrnal in 
Juries, caused by jumping from the 
fourth story; Annie Gilroy, Bpralns 
and bruisee, caused by Jumping from 
tbe fenrtb Soor. 

The fire started or the first floor by 
sweeping loose cotton over the floor 
and it Is supposed that the stuff wai> 
swept over a lighted dfar. The cot- 
ton burst Into a blase, tbe stair beads 
were on fire end In an Instant the 
flre spread thrmighout the four floors 
and mouoted upward. A panic ensued. 
Disregarding the fire escapes, many 
of the employes Jumped from rear 
windows to tbe roof extension. It was 
In this way that Miss Oilroy and Miss 
Wadsworth were hurt. The bodies 
of Miss Boltcher and Lynch were 
found on the top fiber, death having 
resulted from burns and suffocation.

The 
more reassuring tone of the official 
bulletin did little to allay the appre- 
hensions of the public regarding the 
condition of the (ni<en The streets 
are dotted with despondent groups of 
people anxiously discussing the ex- 
ceedingly scant information permittea 
to leak out The officers of the offi- 
cial newspapers were besieged with 
inquiries and surrounded by people 
awaiting bulletins. Telegrams of in- 
quiry arrived from all parts of the 
world. All the foreign diplomatists 
either iiersuna'ly called f«»r news or 
sent their secretaries to make inqui- 
ries about her majesty's liealtb. 

As has been feared, the illness from 
which Queen Wilhelmina Is suffering 
put an end to tbe hopes for a happy 
event, tbe realization thereof was ex- 
pected in Septinitier next. All things 
considered, her majesty's condition is 
sattsfaetory.

The statement 
that, in spite of great pain, her ma- 
jesty's condition was relatively satis- 
factory, considerably lessened the 
anxiety of tbe ijiieen's relatives and 
attendants.
